Specifications have been prepared 
and bids asked on 500 all-steel coal 
cars and 500 refrigerator car*, and 25 
freight locomotives, about equal to 
the Malley and Mogul types.

ford said that he expects the bids to 
he satisfactory. 
The prices at which railroad equip­ 
ment is now to be had are on a par 
with the cost of other commodities, 
and railroads are required to pay an 
advance of from 40 to 75 per cent on 
equipment over prices two years ago.

Arthur Rachel, now standing at the 
head of the line of artists who are 
“doing things worth while,” will ap­ 
pear on our lecture course this win­ 
ter. 
He is glad to come to us and 
we are glad to have him. His mission 
Is twofold, for he not only entertains 
but makes us think. Born of German j new garden, new album, 
parentage in the capital of Minnesota, 
Mr. Rachel began making his reputa­ 
tion even as early as the graded 
schools, not by a series of triumphs 
known the world over, but by a record 
of boyish pranks and dare devllness 
such as many a small boy leaves be­ 
hind him, to smile at in the years to 
come. 
In reading and arithmetic Ar­ 
thur stood well, but when it came to 
drawing his mark was always “poor.” 
One day he took home, for his moth­ 


er's inspection, hts efforts of that day. 
It was an animal—of that his mother 
was sure—but just what kind was an­ 
other question. 
“A cow,” volunteered the artist. 
“But It has no tail,” replied his 
mother, In surprise. 
“Oh. well. that don’t hurt. Teacher 
said for us to work for the general 
effect and never mind detail.” 
At the age or thirteen he left the 
grades to enter the school of exper­ 
ience. an Institution which we must 
all sooner or later pass through. Here 
he soon learned that “to eat. one must 
work.” and with hunger making crude 
and primitive suggestions he landed 
his first job. Not a position, mind you, 
hut a Job. 
It was during these form­ 
ative years that the dream of some 
day becoming an “enactor of plays” 
gave his mind much food for thought. 
Slowly, with the dream ever in hie 
heart, be rose from bell hop to hotel 
clerk and then to passenger brakeman 
with many a knock between; from 
pupil to a professorship in one of 
America’s leading educational institu­ 
tions.

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GIVES EXPERT ADMINISTRATION 


(Pittsburgh Dispatch) 
Practical democracy was carried 
several degrees further toward per­ 
fection when some 40 American cities 
improved on the original commission 
plan. 
Galveston, Des Moines, Dal­ 
las and several hundred other cities 
had previously made the great politi­ 
cal discovery that 
real 
democracy 
permits the election of but a small 
group of officers at one time. 
They 
made the mistake, however, of ask­ 
ing the voters to select heads of de­ 
partments, who in the nature of the 
case must have a good deal of special 
knowledge, as well as being good cit­ 
izens and business men. 
In many cases the plan worked bad­ 
ly, the ‘'Improvement” on the com­ 
mission plan puts an expert adminis­ 
trator on the job as bend of the city 
administration. 
It does not require 
the people to select him, 
for 
that 
would confuse tho popular Issue 
the people should be free to choose 
the 
best 
representatives 
possible 
without regard to their special qual­ 
ifications. 
The (>xpert administrator, 
who Is called the “city manager,'* Is 
selected by the council or commission 
who themselves do not have anything 
to do with details of administration. 
but simply act as a board of directors, 
as In a private business corporation. 
This is perhaps* tho most perfect 
form of democracy in America, for It 
not only shortens the ballot and thus 
simplifies the matter of selecting rep­ 
resentatives, hut it gives the latter an 
organization to work with which bas 
a responsible, capable head instead of 
a passing amateur, 
as our 
elected 
mayors must be. 
In practice this form of government 
Is as humane 
as It is 
economical. 
Dayton cut taxes, but It also cut the 
Infant mortality rate in half. Every 
city where It has been tried bas a 
similar story to tell, whether it be 
Springfield, Ohio; Phoenix. Aril.; St. 
Augustine, Fla., or Niagara Falls, N. 
y.
